“J look on this doctrine, not so much as « part 
of the Christian faith, as the very sum and sub 
stance of that faith; so thatif you could prevail 
with me to allow this doctrine to be swept out of 
my creed, I would gladly consent to your taking 
away every thing else; you have left meaChrist 
ianity without nerves, without muscles, without 
life,—and I can find better relivious svstemns to 
play with than the ecareass befure Which you 
would have me do reverence.” 

"Take away the doctrine of the Trinity from 
the creed of Christianity, and j y 
place for guilty sinners, ; It is so losely interwoven 
with every part of the scheme of redemption, that 
any denial thereof throws this scheme into a cou- 
iused and disunited system.

At gina a central school has been established, 
containing 117 pupils, who are all instructed in the 
ancient Greek and the French languages, and in 
history and mathematics. Connected with this isa 
preparatory school, with 227 scholars. ‘The or- 


| phan asylum, at A®gina, with which very many, 
| if not almostall, of the children of these two schools 


are connected, contained, at the commencement of 


| the present year, 407 boys, gathered {rom all parts 
' of Greece. 


In a monastery, beautifully situated on. the is- 
land of Poros,an ecclesiastical seminary was found- 
ed last autumn, with two professors, and filteen 
scholars. The ancient Greek, history, logic, rhet 
oric, and theology, are taught, with the canons of 
the church, the fathers, and the method of inter- 
preting the scriptures. 

At Nauplion there 1s a military school, contain- 


ing sixty pupils. 


Near the ancient ruins of Tiryns, on the plain 
of Argos, is a model-farm, on which are fifteen pu- 
pila, supported by government. Six are learning 
the art of printing in the printing-olfices of govern- 
mentat Nauplion and -Egina. Sixty-five are trait 
ing in the national marine; and twenty-lour io va 
rious professions and trades at Nauplion, Hydra, 
igina, and Syra.

At the meeting of the missionaries of the Beard 
west of the Mississippi, last October, they deter- 
mined to visit all Osage and Creek villages, aiming 
to preach the gospel to the whole people, if they 
Under date of April 26, 
Mr. Vaill gives the following account of their visit 
to the Creeks. 

* According to our resolution, Mr. Dodge and 
Mr. Washburn came to this place, and on Friday, 
the first day of April, we commenced our march for 
the Creek nation. 

We found John Davis, who had been danger- 
ously ill, still feeble, and unable to aid our la- 
bors. But his heart appeared to he filled with 
love and peace. I[t was pleasant to meet with this 
frother in Christ, though in affliction—this con- 


| verted Creek, 80 devoted, so humble, s0 steadfast. 


He belongs to the Baptist church, and is now sup- 
ported asa catechist and exhorter by the Baptist 
Board of Foreign Missions. He commenced this 
service about two months ago, and should his life
